This earth received what waa proba¬ 
bly Its greatest shaking In modern 
timet when the tremendous volcanic 
eruption of Krakatoa, In Bunda strait, 
occurred In 1883. A curious Incident of 
that time is recallod by a correspond¬ 
ent who wat a passenger on a steam¬ 
ship on the voyage between Colombo 
and Albany, King George’s sound, tome 
1,500 or 2,000 miles south of the center 
of the disturbance. It was a beautiful 
night, und shortly after dinner, when 
the deck was crowded with passengers, 
the lookout shouted, “Breakers ahead!” 
This was In midocean, with no shoal 
water nearer than the Australian coast, 
five or six duys’ sail distant. The 
steamer was slowed down, and pres¬ 
ently drifted Into a mass of floating 
lava and green slime. Bucketfuls were 
hauled 011 deck und strained through 
cloths. Nearly all night the steamer 
forged nheud nt half speed, with the 
floating scum grating against her sides, 
and In the morning, when clear water 
was reached, the sides of the ship be¬ 
low the water line were bare of paint 
and burnished like steel. 


Tlie nA*d IIoYvllntc Monkey. 

The red howler (Mycetcs seniculus) 
is a rare monkey of the forests of 
tropical America. It is an extremely 
delicate animal and is chiefly remark¬ 
able for the extraordinary noises It 
makes. The cries it utters comprise al¬ 
most any sound from a subdued moan 
to an angry roar, and it is hardly con¬ 
ceivable that they should proceed from 
u single animal. This is the animal 
called red monkey by Waterton in his 
“Wanderings In South America,” where 
an admirable description of Its weird 
cries may be read. These sounds are 
produced in a bony cavity formed by 
an enlargement of the hyoid, or tongue 
bone. In appearance the red howler Is 
an elegant little creature, well clothed 
with hair of u reddish brown color. 
Like the spider monkeys, it Is provided 
with a loug, prehensile tall, the under 
surface of which is naked toward the 
tip, but it differs from those monkeys 
In having well developed thumbs.— 
Westminster Gnzette.

BRITAIN'S ALIEN ACT. 

Anarchists Find Shelter Under the Name 
of Political Ratafee*. 

London is now being practically in¬ 
vaded by Anarchists. Every Anarchist 
expelled from the country in which he 
has made himself obnoxious invariably 
makes Britain his future home. It it 
the only country in Europe where they 
can remain unmolested. 

Last week some seventy-five of the 
Anarchists who were arrested in Paris 
last month arrived at Newhaven, Eng¬ 
land, as steerage passengers. They were 
put on board at Dieppe with apparently 
the full cognizance of both the English 
and French police. 

The Allens’ Act forms no obstacle to 
these men, and how tt^ey evade it was 
explained by one of these “exiles.” 

“It Is In London that we have our ac- 
Hnowledged headquarters now,” he said. 
‘The whole of the correspondence with 
our confreres is conducted from here. 
But you need not alarm yourself. We 
are grateful for the hospitality, and we 
will not (Jo any harm here. Besides, it 
would be obviously against our own In¬ 
terests, would tt not? 

“It Is difficult to answer you when 
you ask me where we would go if we 
were not allowed to land In England. 
I think It is the only place. We are 
persecuted by everybody. Were Eng¬ 
land closed to me I should go Imme¬ 
diately to one of the republics of South 
nr Central America. 

“But if tt happened that we were per¬ 
secuted In every country we should be¬ 
come savage. We should make ourselves 
felt, and that in “a very decisive man¬ 
ner. We are honest people, und fight¬ 
ing for freedom. 

“We manage to avoid the Aliens' Act 
by describing ourselves as 'political 
refugees.' That usually suffices; but 
most of us have realized the advisability 
of travelling first-class, and it Is not so 
very difficult to bp provided with the 
necessary five pounds.”

Christians attacked the whole Jewish 
quarter, smashing shops and houses, 
trampling upon goods that had been 
thrown into the streets, and hunting the 
Jews, whom they beat and hacked. A 
number of Jews, who were pursued by a 
mob, fled to the railway station, where 
several of them were caught and killed. 
Three were taken from the upper storey 
of the station to the street. The Jews 
are fleeing from Bieiostok to the neigh¬ 
boring forests, ond mobs are pursuing 
them. Detachments of dragoons have 
been sent out to protect the Jews. Jews 
arriving here on trains have been drag¬ 
ged from the cars, and many of them 
have been murdered. Troops huve 
cleared the railwuy station. 

APPEAL TO GOVERNMENT. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says : 
The lulest despatches from Bieiostok 
report a situation of the utmost gtuvily. 
The anti-Jew'ish outbreak there wus still 
raging ; lighting was in progress in the 
•tieels ; firing was cont.nuuus ; the best 
stores in the city had been sacked, and 
many were dead or wounded. Figures, 
however, were not given out, and pro¬ 
bably the cusuulities are not known in 
Bieiostok owing to the continuance of 
the disorders. 

The signul for the oulbreak, which 
was apparently deliberately planned, 
perhaps us u counter-stroke for the mur¬ 
der of Chief of Police Derkalchoff on 
June 10. which was attributed to .lewi-sh 
bundists. is given as the explanation °f 
the explosion of u bomb during a reli¬ 
gious procession. This was followed by 
revolver fusilades in several quarters of 
the city. The police are said not to 
have attempted to InleVfere in the early 
6tages of the riot. The Jews, who num¬ 
ber three-fourths of the population of 
the city, offered tl.e best res*dance pos¬ 
sible. many of them being armed, but 
were unabie to prevent the pillaging of 
their homes and places i f business. 

Finally the military interfered, but. 
according to advices received here, with¬ 
out being uble to restore order. Rein¬ 
forcements have bum rushed to Etelus- 
tok from Grodno. 

Several members of Parliament on 
Friday night received messages from 
Jewish correspondents at Bieiostok de¬ 
claring thut the poli.e apparently had 
given over the Hebrew /)opu!ution to 
slaughter und pillage. These corres¬ 
pondents urged thut the only hope was 
In an appeal to the Ministry of ; he In¬ 
terior to interfere in their behalf. A 
delegation of deputies immediately called 
at the headquarters or the Police De¬ 
partment, where they were informed 
that all measures possible had teen 
taken to stop excesses and restore order. 

SITUATION IN PROVINCES. 

The London Times’ correspondent at 


St. Petersburg cables as followsTho 
Bourse on Thursday was terribly de¬ 
pressed on large selling orders from 
Paris. Fours fell to the unprecedented 
figure of seventy-two. It is rumored 
that some provincial banks are on the 
eve of suspending the payment of in* 
terest on their bonds. Such a step 
would infallibly cause a financial cata¬ 
clysm. The situation in the provinces 
is going from bad to worse and agrar¬ 
ian disturbances are reported to be ex¬ 
tending north, involving even Tver and 
Novgorod. Outrages in the Baltic pro¬ 
vinces ore daily increasing and another 
revolutionary outburst there appears 
imminent. 


PEASANTS HARRY JEWS. 

A despatch from Bieiostok says: After 
a lull in the mutiny, the mob on Friday 
evening again began to harry the Jews 
and pilluge their shops. The mob was 
swelled by thousands of peasants, who 
are now plundering and'burning the de¬ 
serted residences of Jews. Almost all 
the Jewish shops are ruined. The Jews 
who have not fled are being mercilessly 
harried. The women are spared, but 
the men are bludgeoned, stabbed, and 
shot. Firing is heard ip many direc¬ 
tions. Six thousand Jew-s are now 
camped in the forests, surrounded L*y 
soldiers. Another bomb was thrown cn 
Friday, killing a policeman and wound¬ 
ing others. 

It is known that thirty Jews were kill¬ 
ed and more thun 100 were wounded in 
the rioting which occurred here on 
Thursday, w'hen a mob attacked the 
Jewish quarter because a bomb w'as 
thrown into u Corpus Christi procession. 
The hospitals are overcrowded, and 
many injured persons are hidden in pri¬ 
vate houses. 

All the Jewish shops on the four prin¬ 
cipal streets of lhe town were sacked 
hi the mob. The anger of the crowd 
was fed by a rumor in the ufternoon 
that Jews had killed Christiun girls in 
neighboring villages. 

The Christians’ exasperation is in¬ 
creasing and the mob vow's vengeance 
on the two young Jews W'ho are under 
arrest on suspicion of having thrown 
the bomb. 

The city is in possession of soldiers 
of the Vladimir Regiment. The streets 
and railroad stations are occupied uy 
the military and entrance into the town 
is prohibited. 


TRAIN ATTACKED. 

A despatch from St. Petersburg says: 
The Sebastopol express arrived in St. 
Petersburg on Thursday six hours late, 
owing to its having been attacked by 
2.00b armed peasants. The passengers 
were not hurt, but the windows of the 
Lain were smashed. 


ORDER RESTORED. 

More troops, including a battery of 
I art i! lory. arrived on Sunday. Quiet was 
| restored the same evening. Numbers of 
Jews, who are fleeing from the city, 
were escorted hv soldiers to the railwuy 
station. The refugees have lust all their 
property and money, und ull of them 
are hungry. There was further rioting 
Saturday night and Sunupy morning. 
The mob wus swelled by thousands of 
peasants, und plundered and burned the 
deserted dwellings, of Jews. The su- 
buro of Hondarv has been totally burn¬ 
ed. Eight streets have been totally de¬ 
vastated.

NINE SAILORS KILLED. 

A Terriffic Explosion on Board a British 
Steamer. 

A Liverpool despatch says: Nine 
men were instantly killed and about 
forty were wounded as the result of a 
terrifllc explosion on Thursday morning 
on board the British steamer Haverford, 
of the International Navigation Com* 
panv. The vessel, which is commanded 
by Captain Nielsen, arrived here on 
Wednesday from Philadelphia, landed 
her passengers and proceeded to Huskls- 
son Dock early on Thursday in order to 
unload. The stevedores were in the act 
of loosening the hatchers when the ex¬ 
plosion occurred. It blew off the hatch¬ 
es. rent the decks and hurled dead and 
wounded men In all directions. Several 
bodies were dismembered, and the deck 
resembled the floor of a charnel house. 
The explosion, which, according to ru¬ 
mor, was caused by an Infernal machine 
was followed by the outbreuk of Are. The 
cargo, consisting of linseed oil cake: in 
told No. 2 and hold No. 3 was soon blaz¬ 
ing fiercely. Firemen and polce hurried 
tc the dock, and the injured were quick¬ 
ly taken to a neighboring hospital, while 
the work of searching for further pos¬ 
sible casualties proceeded with vigor.

PROBATION OFFICERS. 

The Ottawa Socialy Takes a Forward 
Step in Child Saving. 

A forward step has been taken by the 
Children's Aid Society of Ottawa in de¬ 
ciding lu uppuint two probation oflicers, 
in addition to the general Secretary rf 
the Society, to devote all their time to 
the work of supervising and befriending 
Ihe neglected and delinquent children of 
the city and especially to co-operale 
with the Judge of the Juvenile Court. 
Formerly, children accused of petty i f- 
fcnces were either dismissed with a 
warning or convicted and sent lo the 
reformatory. In future these children 
will he placed under the supervision t 
a Probation Officer, who will have nil 
the powers of a guardian. In I his way 
it Is believed, hundreds of children will 
hr helped and encouraged lo lead a 
good life, who otherwise would drift 
into a criminul career. This change 
was warmly advocated by Mr. \V. L. 
Scott. President of the Society and the 
resolution lo appoint Probation Officers 
was moved by Sir Louis Davies of the 
Supreme Court, seconded by Lt.-Col. 
Irwin. 


SCORES OF CHINESE DROWN. 




Siang Valley Is Under Water and 
Houses Submerged. 

A despatch from Victoria, B. C.. soys:| 
Mail advices from Hankow, China, show 
that the great , floods of this spring in 
Hunan caused an appalling loss of life [ 
amounting to tens of thousands. The 
rivers were higher than in any previous 
year, and swept over the dykes, sub¬ 
merged houses, and covered an immense 
area. In fact, the whole Valley of the 
Siang was flooded. Siuntan, a prosper¬ 
ous city, was flooded with water to the 
second storeys of the riverside buildings. 
The river was thick with wreckage and 
villagers on floating roofs.

in view of the somewhat general im- 
dression, especially among the manu¬ 
facturers and exporters of Canada, that 
the Commercial Agency should be 
greatly extended, and further in view 
of he fact that Cauada has uot a single 
commercial agent in tne United States 
the Superintendent of Commercial 
Agencies recently addressed a circular 
letter to all British Consuls General 
and Consuls in that republic seeking 
if possible to bring about some measure 
of harmony between these officials and 
the Canadian business community, and 
thereby if possible unofficially enroll 
their services more directly in the in¬ 
terests of Canadian trade. 

As is well known, the impression 
lias existed for many years among 
Canadiaus that British Consuls do not 
interest themselves in Canadian trade, 
and therefore, could be of littlo or no 
use to them. On the other hand the 
statement was made to the Superinten¬ 
dent of Commercial Agencies that 
Canadians as a rule Beldom availed 
themselves of the advantages offered 
by British Consuls iu the United States 
by calling upon them, and that Cana¬ 
dians had no ground to hold such an 
opinion when they seldom or ever 
sought their assistance. 

The circular letter, therefore, roferred 
to was sent to all of the more import¬ 
ant British Consulates in tho United 
States. The existing condition of 
affairs was frankly stated, and under 
the assumption that the services of 
British Cousuls were always available 
whenever tho Empire’s trade might 
demaud, a full and frank opinion was 
requested. Incorporated therein were 
the following questions : — 

(a) What suggestions can you offer 
seeking to bring about more intimate 
commercial relations with Canadian 
lusiuoss men ? 

^b) Hu\e you much correspondence 
with Canadian firms Y If so, lias it 
resulted satisfactorily or other wise Y

Thus, on its first trial, the Westing- 
house air brake saved life and prevent¬ 
ed damage to property.

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THE TIDY TADPOLE. 

H*w Thla Cheerful Little Cannibal 
Kata and Derelops. 

A wonderful spirit of tidiness seems 
to pervado the tadpole world. They 
alwuys eat whatever bus become use¬ 
less—their own eggs, their superfluous 
companions. Even those who are only 
weakly are cleared out of the way and 
the victims take It all as a matter of 
course. I have disturbed a strong 
member of tho community just us he 
had begun to dlno off tho tall of u 
weaker brother, but the sufferer has 
not troubled to escape—ho simply wait¬ 
ed till the fratricide returned to com¬ 
plete his deadly work. 

For some time there Is no grave 
change in the tadpoles. They simply 
grow and become so far transparent 
that their internal mechanism, which 
consists of one coll of Intestines, Is 
plainly visible.- When, however, they 
are about three months old a careful 
observer can distinguish a tiny foot 
on either side of the base of tho tall. 
Theso grow slowly, but seem uuablo 
to move independently until shortly 
before tho border land Is passed which 
leads to perfect froghood. Tho hind 
logs have reached their full sizo before 
the front ones appear, and, while tho 
feet grow slowly, the hands are ready 
made and can be used at once. For a 
day or two they can be seen under tho 
skin before they venture forth, und 
their possessor is very restless uud ex¬ 
cited. He rushes madly about, jost¬ 
ling his comrades, and no doubt being 
voted u bore; then a more vigorous ef¬ 
fort breaks the skin and tho tiny hand 
and arm appear. 

There seems some rule about tho 
order of precedence here, ns there Is 
when the whiskers go, for last year my 
tadpoles, almost without exception, 
had their right hands some hours be¬ 
fore tho left, while on previous occa¬ 
sions I have had an entirely left 
handed crew.—Chambers' Journal. 


MUSIC AT SEA. 


Couilltlonn Under Which Ship*’ SMI* 
SomctluicM Sin 17. 

Some curious facts have been noted 
with regard to tlio sound conducting 
qualities of ships’ sails. When ren¬ 
dered concave by a gentle breeze, the 
widespread suils of a ship are said to 
be excellent conductors of sound. 

A ship was once sailing along the 
coast of Brazil, lur out of sight of 
land. Suddenly several of the crew, 
while walking ulong tho deck, notice 1 
that when passing and repassing a 
particular spot they always heard with 
great distinctness the sound of bell;; 
chiming sweet music, as though being 
rung but a short distance away. 

Dumfouiuled by this phenomenon, 
they quickly communicated the discov¬ 
ery to their shipmates, but none of 
them was able to solve tho enigma as 
to the origin of these seemingly mys¬ 
terious sounds which came to them 
across the water. 

Months afterward, upon returning to 
Brazil, the crew determined to satisfy 
their curiosity. Accordingly they men¬ 
tioned the circumstance to their 
friends und were informed that at the 
time when tho sounds were heard the 
bells in the cathedral of San Salvador, 
on the coast, had been ringing to cel¬ 
ebrate u feast bold in honor of one of 
tlio saints. 

Their sound, wonderful to relate, fa¬ 
vored by a gentle, steady breeze, had 
traveled u distance of upward of 1 •> 
tuiles over the smootli water and had 
been brought to a focus by the sails at 
the particular locality in which the 
sweet sounds were first heard.

Queer ThIn fra About Ftiunn. 

There is a relation between the color 
of flume and the energy of the com¬ 
bustion causing It. Tho ntoro vigorous 
nnd comploto tho combustion the high¬ 
er flie refrungihility of the light. A 
flame burning in a tardy nnd restricted 
way emits rays that are red. When 
burning In a more complete and effec¬ 
tive manner the omitted rays change 
to violet. Tho flnmo of a candle or a 
lamp consists of a series of eccentric 
luminous shells surrounding u central 
dark core. Theso shells of flame emit 
light of different colors, the Innermost 
one—that lu direct contact with tho 
dark core—being red and having a tem¬ 
perature of exactly 077 degrees F. 
Upon this nnd In their proper order of 
rofrnnglblllty ore shells of light which 
are orange, yellow, green, blue, Indigo 
nnd violet. Tho reason that such a 
flame does not appear to us as a nest 
of cones of different colored light Is 
this: When wo look upon such a flame 
all of tho rays Issuing from the dif¬ 
ferent layers or strata of concentric 
luminous Rhells aro received by tho 
retina of the eye nt ono nnd the same 
time. This can only Impress with tlia 
sensation of neutral or white light.

Now there is assuredly no Inherent 
reason why we should not accomplish 
this.

Even when the radium atom, itself the 
child of the uranium atom, brenkt 
down and dissipates its energy, ending, 
It is supposed, as the dull atom of lead, 
the original energies are not destroyed. 
Why should they not be gathered up 
again and thus again become avail¬ 
able? Are matter and cuergy to go on 
their way. ultimately destroying tho 
human race?

Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis Discourses on 
a Hebrew Patriot’s Motto. 


Textr—'“And the shadow went back 
tan degrees.” I. Kings. 

The other day the Dean of Cornell 
imlverslty showed me his shrubs, ilow- 
ers and trees. While walking through 
me garden my eyes chanced upon a 
unique sundial. Studying the bronze 
plate, I deciphered these words: “Turn 
the shadow back ten degrees on the 
sun-dial and take a fresh bold.” The 
Dean explained the rnotto by saying 
that he had heard the sentiment ex* 
pressed in some sermon or oration. 
Thirty centuries ago a Hebrew patriot 
•fid poet was approaching old age. 
Crown weary, the tool was about to 
drop from his hand. But his country 
was suffering, and the poor needed him. 
In that hour he girded up his loins 
afresh and began anew. Addressing a 
group of dispirited followeres. the old 
hero suddenly exclaimed: ‘‘Turn the 
shadow of life’s dial back ten degrees 
and begin anew.” From that day «,n 
the words became the motto of his life. 

HIS DAYS PACKED WITH GOOD 
DEEDS. 

After a while his fame began to 
•preud. When he died, he was known 
•* the man who packed all his days 
with good deeds and took the motto 
of his life from u sun-dial. Slowly 
his story began to move out Into other 
clime* and continents. History teMs us 
that a crusader, a young English sol¬ 
dier. carried the fuchsia from Asia Min¬ 
or to England. Just as a Spanish mis¬ 
sionary carried u vine from the hills 
oi Valencia to Southern California, and 
eo filled the world with purple clusters. 
And so the old Hebrew poet, who passed 
away thirty centuries ago, still lives, 
•nd walks up and down our earth. 

In one of hLs last journeys he took 
ship to America, and made his way to- 
Ithaca, for I found his footprints in 
Dean Bailey’s flower garden 1 And when 
I look at a library of books and reports 
written by Prof Builey und the group 
° f scholars about, him. I discovered the 
•ecret of the American scholar, as it 
•vas graven on a bronze plate on which 
the sunbeams lay, pricking out these 
words for all who seek Inspiration lo 
fresh endeavor: Turn the shadow back 
ten degrees on the sun-dial and take a 
fresh hold."

To all patriots and teachers and lov¬ 
ers of their kind who have sown widely 
•nd reaped few sheaves, there comes 
this word of hope from the great He¬ 
brew. who begun life afresh, and at last 
succeeded and made himself immortal, 
ror those who boar the burden and 
heat of the day, life Is often very hard.

SOME SMUGGLERS' RUSES

OP CANADA AND MAINE. 

Boy. Who Coasted Tea Into tbe Hotted 

State*—A Parmer With a 
Trick Granary. 

Any person that lives on the border 
between Maine and New Brunswick and 
doesn't know anything about smug¬ 
gling must be deaf and dumb and blind. 
There are many ways to evade tho offi¬ 
cers, says a correspondent of The New 
York Sun. * 

In the Madawaska country, between 
Van Burtn and Fort Kent, the settlers 
are the French 'Arcadians, and all the 
customs officers in Maine, with the Stur¬ 
gis deputies thrown in if they were 
there, could not prevent them from get¬ 
ting their gin from across the river. I 
was there once, when the good women 
of Aroostook, backed up by the law, 
sent a band of officers to prevent the 
poor Frenchman from spending hie 
money for gin, write* a Parkhurst man 
in the Lewiston Journal. The water was 
high, there was no fording and every 
boat and ferry for miles was watched. 

It hapened that Xavier G-was out of 

gin. He kept a public house, and no¬ 
thing for his guasts to drink did not 
suit him at all. 

But he had something up his sleeve 
to fool the officers. A barrel of gin from 
the Canadian aide was hauled through 
the woods to the river, lashed to the 
under side of a log with hay wire and 
sent adrift with a man on the log. Now, 
a log can be hold at a certain angle in 
the river and the current will carry it 
across as it does a ferryboat—rlvermen 
often cross m this manner and it ex¬ 
cites no suspicion. There was plenty of 
gin und molasses at Xavier’s that day 
for dinner. 

COASTING THAT PAID. 

In one place the line runs several 
miles along a side hill. 1 once saw a 
gang of boys coasting on the crust 
some forty rods from the road. At the 
foot of the hill on the American side 
was a wood lot and a big pile of sawed 
wood. The boys had an old pung. and 
a close observer would have noticed 
that they always went in behind an old 
bam on the Canadian side to start, then 
they would go like the wind clear down 
to the wood pile in behind the fir trees. 

And that very morning a mun with a 
double team was there loading wood; 
the blue jays in the trees probably 
noticed that he was building a funny 
load in his big sled box; it was hollow 
in the middle with woodpiles at the sides 
and ends, and perhaps^they noticed that 
every lime the pung load of shouting 
boys came down the hill they brought a 
chest of tea. The load wus carefully 
covered with wood, taken to u village 
merchant, driven in the back yard and 
deposited in the cellar. 

One of my neighbors once suddenly 
had a call to preach und finally went 
over into New Brunswick to spread the 
Gospel. In three weeks he returned, 
and when he oeme back he hitched his 
old horse in the village street, near the 
customs house, und had a prayer meet¬ 
ing in the street, but no one mistrusted 
that he had fifty costly stlk dress pat¬ 
terns in the bottom of his old waggon. 

A MYSTERIOUS GRANARY. 

Mr. A. had a farm that ran to the 
boundary line. His buildings were forty 
rods from the line, but his granary was 
only forty feet. Mr. B.’s farm buildings 
were close by on the Canudian side, a 
road ran between the granary and B.'s 
buildings, the road was on the line. A. 
raised about six hundred bushels of oats 
each summer and put them In his gran¬ 
ary. Each winter lie sold about 6,000 
bushels. Of course things looted very 
suspicious.

PREVENTION OF DEAFNESS. 

It I* t dietreeelns thought that many 
of the physical ilk in the world might 
nave been prevented bad the sufferers 
only known how. Much of the blindness 
found in asylums is due to a destructive 
inflammation of the eyes occurring soon 
after birth, which can almost always be 
averted by proper treatment. 

Very many coses of deafness are also 
preventable if treatment is begun early 
enough and persisted in long enough. 

Sometimes loss of bearing is due to 
disease of the auditory nerves in the In¬ 
ner ear; that is unusually unavoidable 
wid irremediable. But in the great ma¬ 
jority of cases the trouble k in the mid¬ 
dle ear, and is primarily of a catarrhal 
nature. It does not originate in the ear 
ordinarily, but extends' to it from Um 
throat, and so it happens that treatment 
of catarrhal conditions of the nose and 
throat k the best preventive of deaf 
ness. 

. Th ,fni no,t , ,r t3 uent “ u “ 01 <*etfne,j 
in children is the presence of adenoids 
or the throat tonsil. This obstructs the 
I passage of air from the nose, and *o 
compek the child to breathe through the 
mouth. The mucuous membrane of I he 
throat was never Intended to receive the 
impact cf the unflltered and unwurmed 
air, which in health is both warmed and 
Altered of much of its floating dust dur- 
ing its passage through ths nose. The 
irritation caused by the dust and the 
cold results In a low grade if inflamma¬ 
tion with increased secretions, and that 
we call catarrh. 

This inflammation is apt to spread out¬ 
ward from the centre, pusinc from one 
point to another and up through the 
connecting air-tubes from the throat to 
the middle ear. This extension of the 
inflammation is often helped along by 
the bad habit of blowing the nose vio¬ 
lently when it is stopped up. for thus a 
little of the secretion is forced into the 
tube, and sometimes even into the drum 
cavity of the ear. 

From what has been said of the cause 
of catarrhal deafness, the means of pre- 
! vention can be readily understood. Any 
child who .breaths through Its mouth 
,should have the throat examined, and 
, if adenoids are found they should be re¬ 
moved. Any chronic catarrhal condi¬ 
tion of the throat and nose should re- 
'celve proper treatment, and any one 
■with a tendency to take cold on small 
: provocation should consult his physi- 
'clan, who may find some local trouble 
I in the nose which a simple operation 
! may remove, or may find that the suf- 
j ferer Is not living hyglenically, or that 
the throat needs some remedial applica¬ 
tions to relieve a state of irritability.— 
Youth’s Companion. 
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BEWARE OF OVER-EXERCISE. 

It is probable that more harm is done 
by over-exercise than by taking too 
little. The mun who over-develops his 
muscles in order to pose as u strong 
man suffers for his rushness in after 
years. Exercise lo exhaustion should 
never be Indulged in.

Of all the 
substances found in the animal organ¬ 
ism, albumen seems to be the one most 
direcllv concerned with the phenomena 
of growth and development. Its value 
as a food is correspondingly great, and 
is not sufTlciontly appreciated. In the 
artificial feeding of children this should 
be borne in mind. The white of the raw 
egg is the most available form in which 
wv con And albumen, und it should he 
used in the preparation of most of the 
foods lor children. After the usual 
nursing period it Is well to add raw eggs 
to the milk regularly taken by the child. 
Free albumen is one of the most easily- 
digested substances, and is raoldly made 
use of by the muscle cells. It is a val¬ 
uable food for adults as well as for in¬ 
fants. and should be freely given in all 
debili'ated conditions, whether from dis¬ 
ease, exhaustion, or old age.

It 
is a religious affair, this bathing festival, 
and it is estimated, says a correspon¬ 
dent, that not less than a million Hin¬ 
dus form the crowd that cornea from ail 
over India to bathe at the Juncture of 
three rivers— the Ganges, the Juma and 
the SarawaU. Do not be disappointed 
tf you are not able to locate the last 
named stream on your map of India, 
(inly a Hindu fanatic can see this 
rtver Joining with the other two. It ex¬ 
ists only in the floments of superheated 
ieliglous imagination. 

It is proper to take a dip in the Ganges 
at all times, fur the rtver is sacred day 
in and day out; bqt every twelve years 
one’s sins are to be washed away by a 
plunge into the water where the rivers 
Join; hence the crowd that undoubtedly 
bolds the world’s record for size. 

It doubtless also holds the record for 
picturesqueness, noises, fanaticism < f 
a religious character and types. 

On every side are to be seen religious 
fakirs smeared v.lth ashes, others do¬

THE HINDU FANATIC. 
Turbaned caterers to the wants of the 
inner man are plentifully sprinkled 
about, bargains are driven ut the edge 
oi the sacred waters, and the noises of 
trade mingle with the groans of peni¬ 
tents the shouts of bands marching to 
the bathing, the shuffle of hundreds of 
thousands of moving bare and sandal 
covered feet.

It numbered 
half a million, and when It was dispers¬ 
ed bv soldiers a few hours after it had 
collected it left dead behind variously

FROM 1,100 TO 2,500,

All ll»e night prior to the fete day the 
horde of people, mostly peasunts from 
Moscow and the provinces, streamed to 
the vast plain on which Napoleon had 
massed his army before marching into 
Moscow.

It wee dftlmated by Dr. L. F. Flick, 
during the recent convention of the 
United States Association of Tubercu¬ 
losis that the financial lose to the public 
by consumption is $50,000,000 annually. 
Dr. Flick is well known as a specialist 
in the pathology and treatment (f 
tuberculosis, and has written much on 
the subject. Other physician* in at¬ 
tendance were severe in their denuncia¬ 
tion of various patent medicines adver¬ 
tised as cures for consumption, it was 
said that some of the “cures” were com¬ 
paratively harmless, being mostly a 
mixture of inert drugs that had nu effect 
one way or the other, while others were 
made up of cocaine, opium, hasheesh 
and cheap whiskey, the latter of which 
was declared to be an active poison in 
any case, but especially so in the case of 
a consumptive patient. 

Advocates of the home-treatment 
method of cure says that this loss of 
lift and waste of money are to a great 
extent needless; that by pursuing the 
latest methods of treatment it is possi¬ 
ble to restore a consumptive patient to 
health while he still lives at home and 
continues at work. 

NEED MORE NUTRITION. 

Consumption is regarded as one of the 
many effects of mal-nutrltion; and the 
means adopted to overcome it Is scien¬ 
tific nutrition. In roughest outline, the 
problem was to build up the body faster 
than the ravages of the disease could 
break it down, and the perfection of the 
diet which will do this has been the ob¬ 
ject of experiments to which the last 
seven years and more have been de 
voted. 

The Post-Graduute School, New York, 
offers treatment us follows :

FAT TREATMENT. 

Consumption is regurded not only as 
one result of mal-uutrition, but more 
particularly us the result of a deficient 
absorption of fat.

It will draw 
the necessury amount from the proteids 
if It hu6 not a sufficient supply of fats, 
with the result that tissue-building is 
neglected for want of material.

Very Creditable Stoves and Grates arc 
Made There. 


The fuel In Japan is charcoal, wood, 
coal, coke and kerosene oil. The Ja¬ 
panese cooking apparatus is of two 
lands—one of the “shichirin.” a small 
portable construction of motul or earth¬ 
enware, costing from 25 cents to 81.25. 
and heated by means of charcoal: the 
olher the “kamodo.” a kind of stotton- 
arv furnace, built of brick and mortar, 
the price varying from 81.25 to Slo. :*n.i 
burning wood us fuel. The houses mv 
usually heated by charcoal braziers, 
costing from 50 cents to $515. 

Foreigners there use cooking stoves 
of which some are imported from Am¬ 
erica, England and France, but the 
greater number are of Japanese make, 
whfle their residences and offices are 
Prated by grates Rnd stoves, most of 
which are of Japanese manufacture, 
though those houses built bv foreign¬ 
ers are usually fitted out with American 
rr English grates. Onlv a few furnaces 
and steam heating plants are in use. 
Yerv crpdituble stoves and grates are 
made there, and though somewhat in¬ 
ferior in quality and finish they are 
largely taking the place of the import¬ 
ed article on account of the cheap prices 
n* which they were sold. The prices cf 
Japanese manufactured stoves and 
grates show n great variation, the ap¬ 
proximate figures being:—Office stoves, 
from #3.50 to #4R: cooking stoves, from 
to #08: nil stoves, from #0.50 to 
S?.fl.50, and grates, from $3.50 to $40

Woman In the Ranks fo be Inspected 
by the King. 

Surviving veterans of Ihe Crimea and 
Indian Mutiny campaigns wtio live in 
Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire will be 
inspected by the King on the occusion 
of his visit to the Royal Agricultural 
Society’s show at Derby on June 28th. 
There are 104 survivors in the two coun¬ 
ties, 88 of whom live at Nottingham. 

One woman is to take part in the in¬ 
spection, Mrs. Milne, the widow of a 
troop sergeunt-major of the Eighth 
llusars. When the war broke out und 
the first troops were despatched from 
England Mrs. Milne insisted on accom- 
ponying her husband. 

She was on the march through Bul¬ 
garin. and witnessed the siege and fall 
of Sebastopol. She w'ns present when 
Miss Florence Nightingale landed at 
Scutari. 

Pie. William Dodd is the oldest of the 
veterans who will parade before the 
King. He Is 86. The youngest is 70. 
Sergt.-Major Morlcy, 17th Lancers, and 
Trooper Holand, 11th Hussars, took part 
In the famous charge of the Light Bri¬ 
gade nt Balaclava. Sergt. William 
Smedley Is the last survivor of the 22nd 
Regiment of Foot, who fought in the 
defense of Lucknow. 

Trooper William Thompson partici¬ 
pated in the remarkable retreat of Bri- 
tish troops from Chilianwallah during 
the Sikh War.

Wtien a member of the post-graduate 
class experiences one of these relapses, 
or. where possible, when he first begins 
the treatment, he Is put to bed in the 
dispensary annex and kept at rest, 
usually for eight weeks, hut never for a 
longer period. During this lime, bread, 
butter, milk and the emulsion of fats, 
ore the only food administered, and on 
this diet the patient is expected to gain 
ubout two pounds a week. Frequently, 
however, the gains are much greater. 
An elaborate system of records enables 
the physicians to ascertain with scientific 
accuracy the exact consequence of the 
treatment. At the end of the eighth 
week the important question of the diet 
for the Intervals between the exacerba¬ 
tions must be settled, and, as has al¬ 
ready been pointed out. meats and eggs 
are now excluded whenever^ possible. 
All stimulants such as ten, coffee and 
alcohol, are forbidden, and smoking *s 
discouraged, although It Is not always 
practicable to forbid It absolutely. 

It is on this principle of supplying lo 
the body in great quantities proteids and 
proteid-sparers that the cures of pul¬ 
monary tuberculosis are based. For the 
rest, as much fresh air as circumstances 
permit is insisted on. and the usual pre¬ 
cautions to prevent contagion are rigid¬ 
ly enforced. 
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KANGAROO HUNT IN ENGLAND. 

Truant Animals Escaped From Collec¬ 
tor Defy Recapture. 

The unusual event of a kungaroo hunt 
has occurred near Crawley, Sussex. 
England. 

Sir Edmund Giles Loder, Bart., of 
Leonardsee Purk. Horsham, has a pri¬ 
vate zoological collection, said to be the 
second best In the country. Some of the 
kungaroos o short time ago escaped 
from their enclosure, and, notwith- 
stariding the pfforts of the estate work¬ 
men to recapture them, got right away. 

The animals were seen a few days 
subsequently in St. Leonard’s Forest, 
and later were observed in Tilgate 
Forest. Crawley, several miles from 
their place of confinement. The far¬ 
mers In the neighborhood have been 
somewhat alarmed at the appearance of 
the kangaroos, it being known that the 
animals in their native haunts are very 
destructive to grass and crops. 

During the last few days kangaroo 
hunts have been frequent in the district, 
but so far no capture has been made. 

Friday a young kungaroo was found 
dead in Ihe* forest, having apparently 
succumbed to the cold, and the farmers 
who regard the kangaroos as unwelcome 
odditions to Ihe already numerous farm 
pests, would rejoice to learn that the 
remuinder had either been captured or 
met wilh a similar fate. 
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THE FLIGHT OF SEEDS. 

Most persons probably think that 
winged seeds from trees travel to great 
distances on the wind. But the studies 
of Doctor Ridley of the Botanic Gar¬ 
dens at Singapore indicate that winged 
seeds have a far narrower range of 
flight than do “powder seeds and plumed 
seeds. The greatest distance travelled 
by the winged fruit of a forest tree, ob¬ 
served by Doctor Ridley, was 100 yards.

100 years to spread SCO yards, and 1.- 
500.000 years to spread from the Malay 
Peninsula to the Philippines, if a land 
connection existed.

FORTUNES IN BIRDS’ NESTS. 

Four Specimens of the Great Auk Eggs 
Worth a Small Fortune. 

The enormous value attaching to the 
eggs of birds which have become ex¬ 
tinct has been recalled by the accident 
that has befallen the specimen of the 
great auk. which constitutes one of the 
treasures of the Scarborough (England) 
Museum. Kept securely guarded in the 
safe, it was recently placed on public 
exhibition. By some means or other 't 
has become cracked, and its value has 
been depreciated by - more than £60. 
These eggs, which were as plentiful as 
the ordinary chickens’ eggs in the early 
part of the last century, are now worth 
small fortunes. The highest price rea¬ 
lized for a specimen was £315r-paid by 
an enthusiastic collector in Norlh Lon¬ 
don, who now boasts four of these eggs, 
representing a total value of £1,415. 

There is one now carefully preserved 
under n glass case in the National Mu¬ 
seum at Washington, which the Ameri¬ 
can authorities value at no less thun 
£2.000. When first brought Into the 
market this specimen was sold In 1851 
for £22. 

The stories associated with the dis¬ 
posal of some of these specimens aro 
highly romantic. In 1879 a Scotchman 
picked up two eggs at an Edinburgh sale 
for 16s. each. A little later he parted with 
his bargains for no less than £480. 
Another specimen purchased for £40 
realized .subsequently JCIG0 from an 
American collector. Th-re are only 
about eighty of these eggs in existence, 
of which the British Museum possesses 
twelve, representing u \ ulue not far 
short of £5.000. 

Valuable though the egg of the great 
auk is, it cannot compare with that of 
the aepyomis, or moa. which thrived in 
Madagascar some two hundred years 
ago. The egg is about twelve inches in 
length, and the number known to be in 
existence can be counted upon the fin¬ 
gers. When the first specimen was 
brought to Europe, in 1851, it aroused 
the greatest excitement. There is one 
specimen preserved in the British Mu¬ 
seum which was obtained in quit* a 
romantic manner. It was picked up in 
1897 floating in a bay off Madagascar. 
Its value is incalculable, since it consti¬ 
tutes one of the most extraordinary 
relics of its type. It is impossible to es¬ 
timate its marketable price, for the sim¬ 
ple reason that an egg of this bird has 
not been put up at auction within recent 
years.

One ®t°iT 
the story of the passengers on the 
steamship City of Para, as it came n- 
to the bay immediately after the earth¬ 
quake and as they viewed the city from 
the rails has not been told here in 
the East. Major A. H. Hutchinson 
writes about that incident as follows in 
a letter addressed to a friend: 

“A man I talked with the other day 
had rather a ghastly experience. He was 
aboard the City of Para, which arrived 
the morning of the earthquake. All 
the passengers were counting up the 
minutes till they could go ashore, and 
it was sometime before they noticed that 
the officers of the ship were disturbed 
over something. No pilot came to meet 
them, and when they got into the bay 
there was something peculiar about 1*8 
appearance. You must know ffiat st 
that time the wind was driving away 
from them so that 

THEY SAW NO SMOKE, 
and the usual landmarks—the Cliff 
House, Call building, dome of the city 
hall and Kerry building—were all stand¬ 
ing, and from a distance would appear 
undisturbed. 

•‘As the stesmship slowly came up 
the bay the appearance of the water 
front was not unusual, but the bay 
was strangely deserted. Not a ferryboat 
or a tug was In sight; the quarantine 
or customs-house boats did not come 
out, and it was not till they approached 
the Mission street wharf that they saw 
the smoke, the wreckage of the wharves 
and a fireboat at work. Then a launch 
aproached and gave them news of the 
disaster. It was a situation that a 
story writer could make good use rf, 
und the gentleman who told me about 
it paled as he enlarged upon the awful 
uncertainty they felt over the desert¬ 
ed appearance of the usually lively bay 
with its myriad boats.” 

Major Hutchinson notes two striking 
instances of the grit of the San Francis¬ 
cans.

DAMAGES AWARDED TO DISCARDED 
LOVERS. 

Male Breach of Promise Actions Are 
Generally Settled Before The? 

Get to Court. 

The unwritten law, that while a wo- 
mun may seek legal redress for disap¬ 
pointment of matrimonial hopes' a man 
must grin and bear it, is slowly but 
surely losing force, remarked u .solici¬ 
tor in conversation with the writer. 
Whether this is due to the increasing 
claims for equality on the pari of I in* 
fair sex 1 cannot say, but within the 
past year or two there have been sever¬ 
al breach of promise cases in which u 
mun lias figured as the plaintiff. 

Such actions are usually brought, not 
to secure compensation for the broken 
contract, but to recover out-of-pocket 
expenses, the damages claimed repre¬ 
senting the estimated cost of the unfor¬ 
tunate courtship. This not infrequently 
amounts to a considerable sum. For 
example, in a case recently heard at 
Leeds, England, a Mr. Gibbs obtained 
restitution of $780 In this way.
